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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: With 
respect to Applicant's amendment dated August 25, 2004, it was the position of the Examiner that amended claims 
13,15,16 and 17 remained anticipated by Pankinaho where Pankinaho further teaches where the cut or notch reduces 
resonance (col. 8, lines 21-23), further where Pankinaho shows a non-continuous cut (Fig. 12c). In view of the 
teachings of Pankinaho, the Examiner requested the Applicant to cancel claims 13,15,16 and 17 in order to advance 
prosecution of the application and place it in condition for allowance. It was agreed claims 13, 15, 16, and 17 would be 
cancelled and minor changes to be made to claim 14,all changes made by Examiner's amendment.
